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County Council Holds Public 
Meeting on Rezoning Map

The Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Council, sitting as the 
District Council, held a pub¬ 
lic hearing on Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 13, on the Sectional 
Map Amendment (SMA) for 
Langley Park, College Park 
and Greenbelt. The SMA, a 
Summary Comprehensive 
Rezoning Proposal, is a pro¬ 
posed amendment to the zon¬ 
ing maps for the county. 
The SMA was developed by 
the Maryland-National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission to ensure that zon¬ 
ing matches the county mas¬ 
ter plan, which was passed 
by the council in October 
1989. 

Speakers at the public meet¬ 
ing were given five minutes; 
more extensive written statements 
were also submitted then for 
the record. The record for public 
comment on the SMA will be 
open until close of business Feb¬ 
ruary 28. Citizens can submit 
their comments to the County 
Planning Department in Upper 
Marlboro. 

City’s Concerns 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld present¬ 
ed the city of Greenbelt’s posi¬ 
tion on a number of the issues 


contained within the SMA. He 
applauded the R-P-C (residential 
planned commun'ty) designation 
for the historic portion of the 
city and the use of the Transpor¬ 
tation District Overlay (T-D-O) 
for the Metro station and sur¬ 
rounding area. The T-D-0 will 
permit more comprehensive plan¬ 
ning for development around the 
Metro station. He urged the coun¬ 
cil to add Beltway Plaza and 
Springhill Lake to the T-D-0 
zone, which is currently planned 
for the environmentally sensitive 
A. H. Smith property and the 
Metro station. 

The city opposes zoning of the 
Sunrise property to C-0 (com¬ 
mercial-office), said Weidenfeld. 
Under the SMA, the site would 
bt zoned R-IO/C-O. The city feels 
that the C-0 designation would 
create insupportable traffic prob¬ 
lems on road systems that are 
already operating at an E level 
of service. 

The city supports an R-55, 
rather than R-8Q, zoning for Mag- 
golia Farms, said Weidenfeld, be¬ 
cause of the increased design 
flexibility this will provide. The 
developer has entered into cove¬ 
nants with the city giving assur¬ 
ance that the will be de¬ 

veloped at the less dense R-80 
zone. 

Finally, the city supports the 
retention of R-R zoning for the 
site adjacent to Westchester 


Park, rather than rezoning to 
C-O, 

Metro T-D-0 

A number of Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens, as well as representatives 
of the Sierra Club, urged that 
the environmentally sensitive 
portion of the A. H. Smith prop¬ 
erty be removed from the T-D-0 
zone. The T-D-0 overlays the 
existing zoning, which permits 
office, research, institutional, 
recreational, hotel/motel, residen¬ 
tial and appropriate retail com¬ 
mercial uses. 

As pointed out by Rick Meetre, 
the SMA makes no reference to 
the approximately 70 acres of 
high quality wetlands on the 
site. He urged that such desig¬ 
nation be included in the SMA 
and that the master plan be 
brought into conformance with 
the federal Clean Water Act and 
the Maryland nontidal wetlands 
regulations. 

Keith Jahoda concurred, not¬ 
ing that WMATA had rejected 
this site for it maintenance and 
service yard because of the pres¬ 
ence of the wetlands. The county 
council should be .“at least as 
vigilant as Metro in protecting 
wetlands/’ he said. 

Marsha Barrett noted that re¬ 
strictive language referring to

Local Churches Provide Shelter 
For Homeless with "Sale Haven”

Several Greenbelt church¬ 
es have banded together to 
play a small yet vital role in 
dealing with a problem once 
thought to be confined to 
cities — the problem of 
homelessness. 

Suburban areas are also not 
immune from people without 
places to live. Many men, women 
and children living outside the 
city have only junkyards, alleys 
and wooded areas to call home. 

As the seriousness of this situ¬ 
ation became apparent to church¬ 
es in Prince Georges County, the 
idea of “Safe Haven” evolved. 
Based on a six-year-old program 
in Montgomery County, “Safe 
Haven” is the effort of churches 
throughout the county to act as 
overflow shelters for 14 weeks 
this winter as the county facili¬ 
ties become increasingly crowded. 

From February 11-17, Green¬ 
belt churches hosted, fed and 
visited with about a dozen men 
without places to live. Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church housed the men 
in its multi-purpose room, while 
other city churches took turns 
each evening providing food and 
staying overnight at the shelter. 
Greenbelt congregations partici¬ 
pating with Holy Cross were 
Movatt Methodist, the Catholic 


Community, the Bahai Faith 
Community, Greenbelt Baptist, 
Mishkan Torah and Greenbelt 
Community Church. 

Eunice Kuring, Director of 
Christian Education at Holy 
Cross, helped organize Green- 
belt’s involvement, which includ¬ 
ed the use of shower facilities 
at the Youth Center and enough 
videos to entertain the men each 
night. Kuring said that the men 
are pre-screened and referred to 
“Safe Haven” by county agencies. 
Many have been with the program 
since it began nearly three 
months ago. 

The doors of Holy Cross open¬ 
ed each evening at seven o’clock. 
Before leaving the next morning 
at seven o’clock, the men, most 
of whom went to jobs or job 
interviews, were each asked if 
they would be returning that 
evening. If so, they were given 
an admit slip. This method allows 
“Safe Haven” workers to know 
how many guests to expect on 
a given night and then contact 
the county shelters if they know 
that they will have extra room 
for additional men. 

Program’s Origins 

The churches who pioneered 
this effort in Prince Georges 
County were St. Andrew’s Epis¬ 
copal in College Park and Univer¬ 
sity Christian in Hyattsville. 


Both the clergy and members 
had become concerned about the 
homeless men they noticed sleep¬ 
ing near their churches, particu¬ 
larly in the cold weather. Last 
October the idea was presented 
to the church members to begin 
a program similar to the one in 
Montgomery County. According to 
Mary Potter, this year's coordi¬ 
nator of “Safe Haven,” letters 
were sent out to nearly 100 
churches in the area, and the 
first shelter opened its doors 
on December 3. Potter said that 
26 churches throughout the coun¬ 
ty have some sort of involve-

Metro Meets Hunting Ridge 
Halfway on Bus Request

The Metropolitan Washington Transit Authority (Me¬ 
tro) is proposing to provide service on the R-15 route to ar¬ 
eas south of Greenbelt Road. Metro representatives and 
County Councihnember Richard Castaldi presented the plan¬ 
ned route extension to the Greenbelt East Advisory Coali¬ 
tion (GEAC) at GEAC’s regular monthly meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 1. 


Request and Response 

Residents of Hunting Ridge 
had asked Metro to provide bus 
service at Hunting Ridge. Metro 
studied a number of options and 
proposed an extension of the R-15 
route, which provides rush-hour 
service between Greenbelt and 
the New Carrollton Metro sta¬ 
tion. according to Mary Ander¬ 
son and Peter Donner, of Metro. 
The proposed extension in essence 
adds a loop south of Greenbelt 
Road to the existing route. 

Currently, the R-15 route be¬ 
gins at the intersection of Man- 
dan and Greenbelt Roads, goes 
north on Mandan to Hanover 
Parkway, then south on Hanover 
to Greenbelt Road, before pro¬ 
ceeding into the center of Green¬ 
belt and then as an express to 
the Metro station via the Belt- 
way. 

Under the proposed extension 
<see man), the route would begin 
at the intersection of Hanover 
Parkway and Greenbelt Road, go 
south on Hanover to Greenbrook 
Drive, northeast on Greenbrook 
to Ora Glen Drive, east on Ora 
Glen to Mandan Road, then north 
on Mandan past the Greenbelt 
Road intersection and continue 
with the current route. Metro 
estimates that the extension 
would add five minutes to the 
R-15 trip. 

The R-15 makes three trips, 
approximately every thirty min¬ 
utes, in the direction of the rush, 
during the morning and after¬ 
noon rush hours. The buses used 
are 30’ long, 10’ shorter than the 
standard Metro bus. No changes 
in frequency or number of trips 
nor in size of the buses have 
been proposed. 

Prince Georges County has giv¬ 
en its approval of the extension 
on an experimental basis. Metro 
now has six to eight weeks for 
community input. If community 
approval is given, the experiment 
could begin by late June, when 
bus schedules will next be re¬ 
printed. A public hearing will be 
held after six months of the ex¬ 
periment to determine if the 
change should become permanent. 

Initial Reaction 


that the extension does not, in 
fact, reach Hunting Ridge, which 
had requested the service. They 
were aware of that, said the 
Metro representatives, but there 
is no convenient place for buses 
to turn around near Hunting 
Ridge. They had considered loon- 
irg the T-16 around from Ci- 
priano Road, but that created too 
long a loop. It is hoped that po¬ 
tential riders from Hunting Ridge 
would walk to a bus stop at 
Greenbrook Drive and Hanover 
Parkway. 

Where will the bus stops be? 
GEAC members asked. Public 
innut will determine that, was 
the Metro response. In addition 
to the starting point at Green¬ 
belt and Hanover, locations sug¬ 
gested by GEAC members in¬ 
cluded the Hanover and Green¬ 
brook intersection: on Ora Glen 
at Greenbrook, Frankfort and 
Mandan; and at Mandan and 
Greenbelt Roads. No stops were 
suggested directly on Greenbrook 
Drive, since it is the only one 
of the affected streets with 
houses on it. 

The GEAC members will in¬ 
form their individual homeown¬ 
ers associations of Metro's plans. 
The approval of the local asso¬ 
ciations will constitute commun¬ 
ity approval for the experimen¬ 
tal route extension. Metro will 
also notify the city. 

A number of other issues con¬ 
cerning bus service and ridership 
were raised. Castaldi and the 
Metro representatives provided 
ridership and revenue numbers 
and lamented the low level of 
ridership in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty. GEAC members suggested 
alternatives for faster service 
along a couple of routes, includ¬ 
ing using MD 450 rather than 
the Beltway to reach the Metro 
station. All bus service will be 
re-evaluated and restructured, 
said Anderson, when the Metro 
Green Line opens to the Green¬ 
belt station,

Manor, a development being built 
by Michael T. Rose on Hanover 
Parkway south of Hunting Ridge. 
Rick Dangler, Michael T. Rose 
vice president, and Chip Reed of 
Fossett and Brueger made the 
presentation. 

The two and three-story town- 
houses will look like the award¬ 
winning Montpelier Hills devel¬ 
opment, with garages, fireplaces 
and huge master bedrooms with 
lofts that can hold walk-in closets 
or Jacuzzis. The condominiums, 
which will be 1,000 to 2,000 square 
feet, are being designed with 
an Old World Tuscany flavor 
including brick siding and tile 
roofs. There will be eight per 
building; some will have ga¬ 
rages. The townhouses will sell 
at $180,000 to $200,000; the con¬ 
dominiums will start at $140,000. 

Planned amenities include a 
pool and bathhouse, an entry fea¬ 
ture emphasizing the exclusivity 
of the community and a “wet 
lake" stormwater management 
pond featuring a groomed edge 
with trail, fountain and water¬ 
fall. Amenities Unlimited of 


South Carolina, is designing the 

pond, which incorporates a new 
design concept. The county has 
yet to issue the sediment and 
erosion control permit until de¬ 
tailed engineering plans for the 
pond are submitted. 

Mention of the lake raised 
questions about wetlands permits 
and the Schrom Hills Pond. Reed 
said that they have a permit 
from the Corps of Engineers for 
the Greenbrook Manor Lake, hav¬ 
ing submitted a satisfactory wet¬ 
lands mitigation plan. Concern¬ 
ing the Schrom Pond, he said 
the homebuyers were caught in 
a problem created by changing 
regulations. “You can't ignore 
the Corps,” Reed said. “You 
have to approach them and re¬ 
spect them. You don't ignore 
them, and you do what they 
want.” 

Grading is scheduled to begin 
on Greenbrook Manor in the fall, 
with plans to have the infrastruc¬ 
ture in place this year. Con¬ 
struction will begin late this year 
or in the spring, depending on 
the issuance of the sediment and 
erosion control permit.

ment in the program. 

The name “Safe Haven,” said 
Potter, was derived in part to 
indicate safety, a concept foreign 
to many of the frightening, fil¬ 
thy and threatening urban shel¬ 
ters. The leaders of “Safe Ha¬ 
ven” want the men to know that 
they need not fear for their pos¬ 
sessions or themselves in this 
program. 

In addition to providing food 
and shelter to the homeless, the 
volunteers — men, women and 
children alike — belt) the men 
restructure their lives. They try 
to find work for the men who do 
not have jobs, and on occasion 
they have assisted the men in 
seeking medical care. Potter said 
the most important thing the 
volunteers try to provide is re¬ 
spect. Volunteers are encouraged 
to interact with the men, to view 
them as individuals in the midst 
of a stressful situation. 

The men in “Safe Haven” agree 
that this program is much better 
than living on the streets. They 
have formed a cohesive group 
and now feel as if they are fam¬ 
ily. They joke around with each 
other as well as look out for each 
other. But despite the care “Safe 
Haven” provides, jt cannot offer 
most of the amenities a home 
would. Moving from place to 
place each week can be trying, 
especially as the facilities and 
volunteers are different at each 
location. The men, some of whom 
have family in the Washington 
area, do not always have access 
to telephones when they wish to 
make calls. The fact that “Safe 
Haven” facilities are only avail¬ 
able from seven p.m. until seven 
a.m. is difficult for those who 
work shifts and have no where 
else to go. When the program 
ends on March 11, some of the 
men hope to have homes of their 
own to go to; others will be on 
their own plan of survival once 
again. 

Future Plans 

Organizers of “Safe Haven 
hope to expand next winter, per¬ 
haps with two overflow shelters, 
one in northern and one in south¬ 
ern Prince Georges County. Many 
churches have expressed an in¬ 
terest in playing a role next^ ear ‘ 

According to Potter, “Safe 
Haven” has not only acted to 
meet the daily needs of these 
homeless men, it has increased 
awareness of this problem among

Medical Alert Firms

Maryland Attorney General J. 
Joseph Curran, Jr, has asked the 
Baltimore City Circuit Court to 
halt the operation of Emergency 
Alert Center, Inc., and Health 
Watch Systems, Inc,, two comp 
anies that have been selling med¬ 
ical alert systems, Curran also 
is seeking compensation for the 
victims of the companies' past 
fraudulent acts. 

Curran told the court that the 
defendants sold medical alert 
units to the elderly and people 
with serious medical problems. 
The units were devices that can 
be attached to the consumers' 
telephones. Although the defend¬ 
ants promised to have the units 
monitored 24 hours a day for 36 
months as part of the servic* 
for which each consumer paid 
31,295, they failed to pay the 
fees for the monitoring service, 
and as a result at least 200 con¬ 
sumers either have lost their

the wetlands, which had been 
part of the master plan in Au¬ 
gust, had been removed. This 
language had influenced Metro 
ir, locating its service yard, she 
said, but it is not in the SMA 
to restrict development on these 
wetlands. She also decried the 
“divide and conquer” zoning by 
which small residential parcels 
have been changed to commercial. 
She noted that the Greenbelt 
Middle School was being removed 
from the R-P-C zone, further 
increasing the isolation of indi¬ 
vidual parts of the community 
and destruction of the planned 
community. 

Metro Yard and BARC 

All of Greenbelt should be in¬ 
cluded in the R-P-C zone, de¬ 
clared Douglas Love, and all 
should be zoned O-S (open space) 
because there are parks in every 
planning zone within the city. 
The Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center (BARC) wetlands 
need more protection than the 
A, H. Smith wetlands, which are 
actually mine spoil, while the 
BARC wetlands are pristine, he 
said. 

Robert Rashkin, too, addressed 
the destruction of “pristine wet¬ 
lands” for the “largest Metro 
service yard.” The planning area 
will have an O-S designation, but 
the western portion contains the 
railroad tracks and the wetlands 
will be destroyed for the service 
yard. Why are trees considered 
“unimproved,” he asked, and wny 
is the service yard an improve¬ 
ment? And why, he concluded, is 
the SMA not printed on recycled 
paper ? 

Rodney Roberts, chair of the 
Committee to Save the Green 
Belt, supported the zoning change 
from R-R to O-S of the area plan¬ 
ned for the Metro yard but op¬ 
posed the use of open space for 
the yard. In addition, he reiter¬ 
ated that the current language 
in the SMA for the mixed-uses 
of the T-D-0 makes no mention 
of the area of nontidal forested 
wetlands. He urged that such 
language be added, 

Edward Leddy and John Rc’ 
inson, both of the Sierra Club, 
spoke of the importance of keep¬ 
ing trees along Indian Creek and 
reducing pollution in the Ana- 
costia River drainage basin. De¬ 
velopment in these areas and loss 
of wetlands nibbles away at ef¬ 
forts to protect the Chesapeake 
Bay, said Robinson. Leddy urged 
that the T-D-0 be left as it is, 
with trees along Indian Creek. 
The most development he would 
support, he said, was extension 
of the hiker/biker trail from 
Berwyn Heights to the Metro 
station. 

Roxanne Boyle, representing 
the Prince Georges Civic Federa¬ 
tion, opposed the siting of the 
Metro service yard on pristine 
wetlands. Metro construction is 
already causing siltation prob¬ 
lems in Indian Creek and North¬ 
west Branch, she noted. It is 
not necessary to put the service 
yard at the end of thp line, she 
said, and Metro should re-exam¬ 
ine all options, 

Sunrise 

Mark Bray entered into the 
record a petition endorsing C-^ 
zoning and commercial use of 
the Sunrise property, because 
of concerns about the traffic im¬ 
pacts of residential use. Oppos¬ 
ing high-density residential, Bray 
stated that while he would rather 
see the site used as park land, he 
and the signers of the petition 
would support up to 450,000 
square feet of office space on 
the site. 

Westchester Park 

Westchester Park residents 
made up the most vocal and 
visual contingent at the hearing. 
More than two dozen attended,

carrying placards, posters and 
other visual aids. They supported 
the retention of residential zon¬ 
ing for the vacant parcel just 
south of Westchester Park, for 
which commercial zoning had 
been requested for the construc¬ 
tion of two high-rise office build¬ 
ings. 

More than a dozen speakers 
stressed the secluded, neighborly 
feeling of their “island in the 
park,” as the existing develop¬ 
ment had been described by the 
original developers. Commercial 
development would destroy the 
park-like nature of the setting, 
they said, as well as creating 
traffic problems and problems in 
the provision of lire and rescue 
services. 

Late in the evening, Glenn 
Harrell, representing First West¬ 
chester Associates Limited Part¬ 
nership, owner of the undeveloped 
parcel, stated that the contract 
purchaser of the site (Green- 
home & O’Mara) had withdrawn 
and would no longer pursue C-0 
zoning for the site. First West¬ 
chester now proposed to develop 
its property as high-rise resi¬ 
dential and has submitted the 
requisite site plans. 



City Is to Receive $135/000 in Grants 


The City of Greenbelt will re¬ 
ceive $135,000 in Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grants (CD- 
BG) for improvements to the 
public parking area serving the 
Roosevelt Mall and residents of 
Parkway, according to Prince 
Georges County Executive Par¬ 
ris Glendening, who transmitted 
the Sixteenth Year CDBG to the 
county council during the week 
of Feb. 5. Greenbelt will also 
receive funds for reconstruction 
of Edmonston Road. 

The county’s annual entitle¬ 


ment of CDBG funds for fiscal 
1990 is $5,132,000, which is a 
4.3% decrease from last year as 
a result of Gramm/Rudman fed¬ 
eral budget cuts. “Considering 
the anticipated shrinkage of this 
federal program, we are concen¬ 
trating on one-time physical im¬ 
provements, rather than oper¬ 
ating expenses that will burden 
the county in future years,” said 
Glendening. “This is an invalu¬ 
able program that directly and 
effectively responds to the needs 
of Prince Georgians.”

Discussion of Schrom Hills Park 
Oilers Enlightenment, No Decisions

The fine tuning of the 
plan for the Schrom Hills 
Park continued at a city 
council worksession on Mon¬ 
day, February 5 in the coun¬ 
cil chambers. Council mem¬ 
bers and about a dozen inter¬ 
ested citizens and city advi¬ 
sory board members discus¬ 
sed some of the details relat¬ 
ing to the ball field lighting, 
the alle, buildings, and trails. 
The two main issues of con¬ 
troversy, the ball field lights 
and the fate of the pond, re¬ 
main unresolved. No deci¬ 
sions were made by council 
at this meeting . 

Schrom Hills Park, consisting 
of 43 acres, is located north of 
and at the bend of Hanover 
Parkway and south of Green- 
brook, The planned entrance to 
the park will be across the park- 
wav from Space Court, 

The park was planned during 
1988 and 1989 at a series of pub¬ 
lic meetings with a city-hired 
park planner. Council adopted 
this master plan in April 1989 
with the stipulation that a de¬ 
cision on whether or not to light 
the ball fields would be made 
at a later date. 

The northern section of the 
park will have a pond or wet¬ 
land area, the centra! section 
will remain wooded with trails 
running through it, and the 
southern section of the park will 
have 90 parking spaces, a soft- 
ball field, and soccer/football 
field. An alle, or formal plant¬ 
ing of trees surrounding a paved 
area, will be located between the 
fields and reach up into the in¬ 
terior of the park. Several picnic 
areas and playgrounds will be 
scattered around the park. Other 
features include a basketball 
court, sledding hill, wildflower 
plantings, and a statue of a stag. 

In a June 1989 bond refer¬ 
endum, the voters of Greenbelt 
approved a $1 million bond issue 
to pay for the development of 
the park. At the February 5 meet¬ 
ing, city planning and develop¬ 
ment coordinator Celia Wilson 
said that if planning and the 


mit process go smoothly, work 
could begin on the park in the 
late spring or early summer and 
could be finished this year. 

Lights 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld remarked 
it would take the wisdom of Solo¬ 
mon to resolve the issue of 
whether the soccer field should 
have field lights. 

Jeff Keir expressed the con¬ 
cerns of the sports teams, asking 
where council and Hunting Ridge 
residents expected children to 
play ball if the field is not 
lighted. 

James Foy, president of the 
condo association, Hunting Ridge, 
said that many residents of Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge have made comments 
to him about the possibility of 
lights in the nearby park. When 
we bought our condos we were 
surrounded by trees, he said. 

And council member Ed Putens 
said “lighting is a major concern 
for me." 

As the discussion continued 
several slight movements to¬ 
wards a solution appeared. City 
consultant Grace Fielder of 
Greenman and Pederson said she 
has asked several lighting com¬ 
panies if a safe field with lights 
on only one side can be designed. 
She is awaiting their reply. 

Fielder showed a drawing that 
offered one possible solution to 
the lighting of the soccer field. 
A cut away view showed 
the ground level of the ball 
field about level with the second 
floor of the nearby condo units. 
Between the two were shown a 
berm and plantings of trees. 
These would provide a buffering 
effect. But Fielder admitted it 
would be 20 years even with 
planting fast growing trees to 
create a full buffer effect a^d 
there would be the ghost light 
effect. 

Hank Irving, Director of the 
Recreation Department pointed 
out that the state-of-the-art 
lighting was very different from 
the lights at the Lanham Boys 
and Girls Club field that bothers 
the Hunting Fid^e re c idents. The 
state-of-the-art lighting is such 
that the lighting could be con¬ 
tained in the soccer field, he

talked of the possibility of seek¬ 
ing’ separate bids for the dif¬ 
ferent types of pavers, Putens 
maintained that “we do not want 
to short change the project,” that 
concrete was so cold, Skolnik also 
exclaimed that we “do not want 
an ugly focal point” in this park 
and concrete looks like a big wide 
sidewalk. Bram thought the 
brick in concrete in a design 
sounded practical and nice, es¬ 
pecially in view of a lot of brick 
to repair in an all-brick alle. 

Trails 

Some members of PRAB ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the con¬ 
figuration, width and paving ma¬ 
terials of the path system in the 
park. PRAB chair Tom Renahan 
said that the premise of an eight 
foot wide path system put forth 
by the consultant did not go well 
with a quiet natural area planned 
for the center of the park that 
some people want. He also main¬ 
tained that the length of the alle 
is related to the pathway sys¬ 
tem. He said the alle could be 
shorter and hence also cheaper. 

Fielder explained that the alle 
is where it is so people can look 
over the scenic forested area 
from the end of the alle. The 
presently planned terminus will 
provide a scenic view of the 
woods below. 

Keith Chernikoff, of PRAB, 
also asked about the hard surface 
trails, specifically the trail just 
north of the alle. Fielder replied 
that there would be a lot of foot 
traffic on that path and that 
it would provide access for emer¬ 
gency vehicles into the park. 
Some of the paths will have a 
soft surface. She pointed out that 
soft paths erode and even hard 
paths will experience an eros¬ 
ion problem because of the steep 
slopes in the park. 

Pond 

No decision has been made 
about whether the wetlands will 
remain in the northern part of 
the park or whether a pond will 
be built, Wilson explained that 
no decision has been made by 
the XLS. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers because the county did not 
file a permit. In essence no de¬ 
cision has been made because 
none was asked for. 

Fielder said that the city is 


seeking a meeting with the coun¬ 
ty to express its unhappiness. 
Wilson warned that the whole 
process would be a slow one, 
perhaps 12 to 18 months.

'Alternative Farming' 
Reaping Benefits 

by Julian M. Weiss 

When he founded the Institute 
for Alternative Agriculture in 
1982, I. Garth Youngberg re¬ 
calls he “wasn't sure if we'd be 
around in six months.” Today, 
his Greenbelt-based organization 
has emerged as the nerve center 
for the nationwide alternative 
agriculture movement often 
termed “organic farming.”. That 
movement insists that farmers can 
control costs and avoid potential 
pollution hazards by reducing 
chemical fertilizer and pesticide 
inputs. In addition, soil erosion 
is neutralized. 

In an address to the Greenbelt 
Rotary Club on February 15. 
Youngberg outlined key accom¬ 
plishments of his institute, a non¬ 
profit tax-exempt entity, while 
praising work of others in the 
field. “The situation is complete¬ 
ly different today than it was 
a few years ago,” he said. “The 
scientific evidence now proves 
benefits of alternative techni¬ 
ques, and a recent report of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
commented favorably on produc¬ 
tion levels and profitability cf 
farms using those techniques. 

Youngberg, a former U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture official,

stated that much of the upcom¬ 
ing 1990 farm bill on Capitol Hill 
is “heavily influenced” by alter¬ 
native concepts. ‘“This bill will 
affect the course of American 
agriculture for years,” he said, 
adding that suport in the Ad¬ 
ministration as well as in Cong¬ 
ress is growing. 

Youngberg was a 1988 recip¬ 
ient of a MacArthur Foundation 
grant, the first ever awarded to 
a person in the field of agricul¬ 
ture.

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Council Hears Development Plans 
By Brown lor Beltway Plaza

Beltway Plaza owner Sid¬ 
ney Brown met with city 
council in a work session on 
February 8 to discuss future 
development plans for the 
Plaza. The most immediate 
topic of concern was swap¬ 
ping of the school bus lot 
adjacent to the Plaza for 
other property Brown owns 
further west off Greenbelt 
Road. He is seeking council 
support for this swap, which 
had been labeled “dead” by 
tho Board of Education. 

Continuing erosion of the hill 
at the eastern edge of Beltway 
Plaza has created problems for 
Brown with the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources. 
He has spent, he said, over $1 
million on engineering solutions 
to stabilize the hillside, but the 
steep grade has defeated them. 
If Brown owned the school bus 
lot, he could cut the hillside back 
to a more stable angle or erect 
buildings which would serve as 
retaining walls for the hill. 

Is the Deal Dead? 

Btowu also owns a parcel of 
land at Rt. 193 and Metzerott 
Road, known as the miniature 
golf lot. He has proposed to the 
Board of Education to swap this 
lot for the school bus lot. He 
■would be responsible for building 
a new school bus facility on the 
miniature golf lot. The Board 
has rejected his proposal due in 
large part to local opposition. 
The city of Greenbelt, as well as 
College Park, are on record as 
opposing the plan. 

Council members asked Brown, 
who had requested the work ses¬ 
sion, why he was discussing the 
swap with them. 

“If Greenbelt supports this, the 
others will fall in line/* Brown 
said. He has been frustrated in 
all previous efforts to stabilize 
the hill and sees regrading of the 
hill as the only possible solution. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens stated his belief that other 
engineering solutions may be pos¬ 
sible, including an injection sys¬ 
tem that stabilizes the soil with¬ 
in the hillside. He offered to give 
Brown information on the com¬ 
pany he knew of which uses this 
system, which Brown welcomed. 

Design Concepts 

Brown and one of his project 
managers, Chris Leestma, pre¬ 


sented preliminary design con¬ 
cepts for the bus lot. In the area 
next to the current Plaza boun¬ 
dary, open-air and structured 
parking would be built. The rear 
of the lot, beside Frank’s Garden 
and Crafts, would be significantly 
flattened and converted to addi¬ 
tional parking for perhaps 200 
cars. At the front of the lot, a 
two-story parking structure would 
be erected whose wall would 
serve as a retaining wall. The re¬ 
maining portion of the lot would 
be used for further retail de¬ 
velopment, not clearly defined. 

Both Mayor Gil Weinfeld 
and council member Antoinette 
Bram asked Brown whether it 
would not be possible to acquire 
the bus lot, grade the hill to stop 
the erosion, and then leave the 
lot in a natural state or convert 
it to a park. That idea never oc¬ 
curred to him, said Brown, add¬ 
ing that he and his staff would 
have to look at tb*» figures to 
see what is financially feasible 
for the site. 

Benefits of the Swap 

The plan is intended to helu 
ease traffic flow on Greenbelt 
Road by providing an additional 
entrance to the Plaza and 
through internal circulation. The 
parking structure and new park¬ 
ing area would provide access 
to the “ring road/* which is de¬ 
signed to facilitate movement o* 
shoppers to the back of the mall 
where the Sports Authority, now 
being built, will be an attraction. 

The existing traffic congestion 
and the additional traffic created 


when the Metro station opens 
(scheduled for 1993) were dis¬ 
cussed in depth. According to 
Brown, moving away from the 
traffic at that portion of Green¬ 
belt Road shonH hp an induce¬ 
ment for the Board of Education, 
while the additional entrance to 
the Plaza would have some miti¬ 
gating effect on Greenbelt Road 

Other benefits cited include re¬ 
placement of the bus lot facili¬ 
ties, which Brown termed “an 
eyesore/* with an attractive re¬ 
tail development and an increase 
in the city’s tax base by th..- 
addition of retail space ratbp' 
than the school property which 
pays no taxes. 

At the conclusion of the work 
session, council agreed to inform 
the Advisory Planning Board of 
Brown’s renewed proposals but 
to take no further action at this 
time. 

Internal Movements 

Other changes will be occur¬ 
ring within the Plaza, A recon¬ 
figuration of the stores than run 
the full depth of the building 
(Best, Marshall's and Bud's) is 
planned so that the mall can 
become a more completely en¬ 
closed, self-contained unit. 

Bud's, which is under the same 
ownership as People’s Drug 
Stores, will cease to operate and 
a People's will open within the 
Mall itself, Marshall’s will move 
down into the vacated store and 
Best’s will, as it were, turn side¬ 
ways, occupying what is now 
the front of both Best's and Mar¬ 
shall's, The center aisle of the
